TRICHINOSIS 
by Science Features 
Modern kitchen and _ sanitary 


conditions have reached a new high 
in efficiency but that hasn’t stopped 
the spread of the ancient disease 
of trichinosis—acquired by eating 
raw or poorly cooked pork. 

The United States, the best fed 
country in the world, has highest 
rate of trichi- 
nosis according 
to the Public 
Health Service. 
Their survey 
showed that one 
in every six is 
affected in vary- 
ing degrees. 

The disease is 
carried by mi- 
croscopic worms, 
) Ny, called larvae, 
: > that are im- 
bedded in the muscles of pigs. 
When the infected meat is eaten, 
the larvae are reproduced in the 
body and carried in the blood- 
stream to the muscles. 

Eye infections characterized by 
puffing and secretion, fever, ach- 
ing muscles and other symptoms 
occur a week after eating the in- 
fected pork. No definite cure is 
known for the disease, but corti- 
sone and the new hydrocortisone 
drugs have been successful in 
remedying the painful effects. 

Super-cortisone such as Cotril 
have cleared the eye infections 
faster than any other drug, accord- 
ing to Dr. E. H. Steffensen of the 
Henry Ford Hospital. The new 
drug is also available in liquid 
form for injection into sore areas.
